Wells School Bond 
Issue Is Defeated 
W 
ELLS 
tow nship school electors this 
week rejected a proposal to bond the 
school district for $200,000 to construct 
two b a d ly needed school buildings in Pine 
Ridge and in Wells. The m argin of defeat 
w as decisive, 2 to I. w ith approxim ately 
half of the eligible voters participating in 
the balloting. 
T here probably w ere a num ber of rea­ 
sons w hy the voters of the school district 
turned down the com panion proposals, one 
to bond the district for $200,000 and the 
other to increase the tax rate to redeem 
the bonds. One ap p aren t reason, however, 
was the lack of understanding of the plan 
by the voters. The tow nship school district 
spraw ls out over a rath e r w ide area and 
m any voters w ere 
unfam iliar 
with 
the 
proposals. 
T h e necessity for school im provem ents j 
in th e tow nship is beyond question. Most 
d 
of the classrooms are overcrowded, with 
as m any as 55 students in one room. 
The school district Is fortunate because 
a large percentage of its total assessed val­ 
uation is on industrial property. 
The in­ 
dustries pay about 70% of the tax load in 
the township. The voters representing the 
rem aining 30% of the total 
tax 
assess­ 
m ents rejected the school im provem ent 
program . 


Sim ilar reports of low ered m oral stan ­ 
dards am ong youth have been reported 
from tim e to tim e by school officials and 
social w elfare agencies. Disrespect for a u ­ 
thority, contem pt of property rights, 
a 
willingness to flaunt rules and regulations 
are am ong the ugly aspects of the situa­ 
tion. all indicative o f trouble ahead in o r­ 
ganized society. 
The solution to the problem , if there 
really is a solution, is dependent to a con­ 
siderable degree upon the parents. Unless 
parents are vigilant in the character tra in ­ 
ing of their children, em phasizing the v ir­ 
tues of honesty, respect for rights of o th ­ 
ers and particularly respect for authority, 
including parental authority, the dangers 
j of m oral breakdow n am ong youth are in­ 
herent. 
P articularly discouraging, according to 
Chief Ettenhofer, is the increase in j u ­ 
venile 
drinking. 
T een-agers have been 
tossing beer cans and beer and w hisky 
bottles recklessly around the streets, 
on 
private lawns and in alleys.

Don't Play Stalin's 
Game— Destruction 
I’p H E adm inistration recently slashed its 
proposed tax increases for the next 
fiscal y ear by a substantial am ount. 
This 
followed a growing disinclination on the 
p art of the people, and therefore of C on­ 
gress, 
lo arbitrarily raise taxes in every 
direction, regardless of the effect on our 
living standards and our productive e n ­ 
ergies. 
A ny new tax bill m ust be drafted w ith 
th e utm ost care— and it m ust not be pass­ 
ed until the whole com plex structure of 
g overnm ent finance has been 
exam ined. 
T h ere m ust be th e strongest possible e m ­ 
phasis on governm ent economy as a first 
step. The A m erican people will pay w h a t­ 
ever ♦axes are necessary for defense and 
essential domestic activities. But they c a n ­ 
not be expected to pay m ore and m ore at 
a tim e when politics-as-usual 
dom inates 
high-level W ashington thinking. 
F urtnerm ore. the thoughtless drive to 
increase certain special kinds of taxes out 
of all reason m ust be curbed. The capital 
gains tax is an exam ple of this. It is now’ 
25 per cent, and the 
adm inistration 
has 
asked that it be raised by 50 per cent, 
to 
371 v per cent. It is true that relatively few 
taxpayers are confronted w ith the problem 
of capital gains and losses for tax p u r ­ 
poses. Yet this tax affects us all indirectly. 
Ii it is placed at too high a level, the in ­ 
evitable result is to 
discourage 
capital 
from entering in d u stry — and 
then 
pro- 
gress slows, and our strength as a nation is 
sapped. 
Tile sm aller enterprise, 
ra th e r 
than the big, w ell-financed 
corporation, 
takes the worst beating w hen that h a p ­ 
pens. On top of that, past history show's 
that an excessive capital gains tax ac tu a l­ 
ly reduces governm ent revenues from this 
source. 
One of the wisest things ever said is, 
“The 
power 
to tax is the pow er to d e ­ 
stroy.” It was never m ore true than it is 
today. 


TASSELS ON THE GRAYS 
The birches are one of the w idely-scat- 
tered families of the tree w orld and the 
hum ble gray is the m arth a of 
the 
clan. 
Millions of years ago birches grew around 
the north polar circle, and though the cli- 
e was w arm ed by an ancient 
ocean 
current, terrific w inds scourged the lan d ­ 
scape. The soil was thin and poor. Thus in 
ages long past, the birches learned to live 
in harsh soil and built into their cells that 
strange and pow erful elasticity which p er­ 
mits them to bow low before a gale 
but 
never 
surrender. 
Laden with snow or 
| sleet and whipped by w inter blizzards, the 
birches serenely lift their 
heads 
again 
w’hen the tim e of travail is ended. 
T he gray is one of our everyday trees. 
It has not the striking beauty of the w'hite 
birch, the solid strength of the yellow nor 
the distinctiveness of the red. 
The gray 
rarely exceeds 30 feet in height and IO 
inches in diam eter, but for a fortnight in 
April it has a prom inent role in th e bright 
spotlight of spring sun. Few tree blossoms 
have the appealing blending of soft colors 
that distinguish the long, golden-tan, a m ­ 
ber-flecked tassels which sway gracefully 
from the slender ends of the deep, reddish- 
brown twigs. D uring the w inter one ra re ­ 
ly notices the inch-long, grayish catkins. 
Now the catkins are com m only three and 
four inches long, and each breeze that ru n s 
across the landscape lifts a cargo of golden 
pollen. 
In the fall, the stubby seed cones open 
brow n scale< and the seeds with their s u r­ 
prisingly large wings, ride aw ay on the 
wind. 
Now' the colorful catkins, with a 
necklace of pale green starting leaves, re ­ 
semble holiday festoons. 
You 
find the 
grays on thin-soiled uplands, on cut-over 
hillsides and in abandoned fields. 
The 
folklore nam e “old field birch” tells us 
much. 
The soft wood is used for shoe 
pegs, spools, pulp and barrel hoops. 
In 
A pril sunlight a gray is an appealing pic­ 
ture with its glints of gold and brown, a m ­ 
ber and bronze in the tassels 
plus 
the 
frosted silvery-green of starting 
leaves. 
We take the grays for granted, but for a 
few days they are p art of spring’s new 
canvas.— By Haydn Pearson.

truckers whose overloads report­ 
edly are smashing Michigan high­ 
ways.

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Battle Of Personalities 
And Passions Under Way 


By MAKJUIS CHILDS 
W A SH IN G TON — This is G ener­ 
al M acA rthur’^ week. T hanks to 
the magic device of television, the 
Pacific hero’s homecoming will be 
viewed by more of his fellow citi­ 
zens than anyone’s in the past. 
T he TV screen will bring M ac­ 
A rth u r into millions of homes with 
all of his sense of the 
dram atic. 
W hen the other m ilitary leaders— 
Eisenhower, Bradley, Nimitz—re ­ 
turned they could be heard 
by 
radio but television was then in 
its beginning. The effect this can 
have is as incalculable as was the 
reaction to the crim e com mittee 
hearings. 
But after Ihe h ero ’s welcome is 
over and the ticker tape is swept 
lip, M acA rthur will face the in­ 
teresting problem of his future. It 
will not be easy to shift from the 
.stance of glorious acclaim ed hero 
to that of leader of the m ilitary- 
diplom atic opposition to the T ru ­ 
man adm inistration. This last is 
the role that M acA rth u r^ passion­ 
ate adm irers believe he should and 
will take. 
Battle Of Democrats 
How M acA rthur will carry on 
his side of a contest with T ru ­ 
man and the T ru m an policies pro­ 
bably even the general, himself, 
does not yet know. C ertainly all 
avenues of publicity will be open 
to him with editors and publish­ 
ers outbidding each other to buy 
his every word. 
Such a contest could take 
one 
turn that m ight w ork particular 
harm to this c o u n try ’s future se­ 
curity. It could become a battle of 
the docum ents— who said w hat and 
when as .spelled out on the tele­ 
types between Tokyo 
and 
the 
Pentagon here. 
P resident T ru m an opened 
up 
that possibility w hen the White 
House m ade public at the I a. rn., 
press conference three official e x ­ 
changes with M acA rth u r^ head­ 
quarters. The president had un­ 
questionably the right to declassi­ 
fy those docum ents. 
But 
his 
action 
startled 
and 
alarm ed some officials in the P en ­ 
tagon who have been conditioned 
to regard those messages as the 
very top of top secret. Most se­ 
cret cables coming into the de­ 
fense departm ent are 
autom ati­ 
cally circulated am ong the small 
group with special clearance 
to 
see them. Not so, however, the ex ­ 
changes between M acA rthur and 
the joint chiefs of staff. 
They have been on 
w hat 
is 
called a “need to know ” basis. 
This m eans that an official o u t­ 
side the JC S with 
the 
proper 
clearances informed a security of­ 
ficer that he had need to know 
the contents of a particular mes­ 
sage. The message was then scaled 
in an envelope and taken by a 
security officer to the official who 
made the request. In the presence 
of the security officer, he broke 
the seals, read the message and re­ 
sealed it. U nderstandably, then, it 
was a little startling to see such 
messages in the newspapers. 
Plenty Of Am m unition 
These top-secret files are*known 
to contain much m ore am m unition 
to fire up the controversy. And 
significantly there is am m unition 
for the T rum an side and for the 
M acA rthur side. 
On the T rum an side are a series 
of messages from M acA rthur tell­ 
ing in the critical days last No­ 
v em ber w hat he intended to do 
after he had conquered all of North 
Korea up to the boundary of the 
Yalu river. In the light of 
the 
disordered retreat that 
followed 
the intervention of 
the 
Chinese 
Com m unists in mass these would 
have a rather odd sound. 
* 
On the other side are docum ents 


showing that M aeA rthur’s direc­ 
tives at the tim e of the first north­ 
w ard crossing of the 38th parallel 
w'ere fuzzy and vague. They con­ 
fronted the m ilitary 
com m ander 
responsible for the conduct of the 
w ar w ith a difficult, if .not im pos­ 
sible, situation. On the basis of 
those telegram s M acA rthur could 
argue that he had no choice but 
to follow the course he did. 
U ndoubtedly 
M acA rthur 
has 
with him a file of those all-im ­ 
p ortant exchanges w ith W ashing­ 
ton. But w hether he has a right to 
release them or not is another 
m atter. The adm inistration would 
have an unfair advantage if it had 
the pow er to release 
the 
docu­ 
ments it chose to release, which 
is why Republican, .senators back­ 
ing the general have 
dem anded 
that the whole exchange be made 
public. 
This dem and will grow and it 
m ay well be th a t the only way 
for the public 
to 
m ake 
a 
fair 
judgm ent is to put all the docu­ 
ments on the record. If this is not 
done, then the likelihood is that 
parts of these messages will be dis­ 
closed by the fam iliar Washington 
system of leak and counter-leak. 
If the last happens, the net re­ 
sult will be to fan the contro­ 
versy with those who really w ant 
to know the truth finding them ­ 
selves 
further frustrated in the 
bitterness engendered 
by 
both 
sides. 
To m ake the full exchange pub­ 
lic will in all probability tell the 
enem y some things he did not 
know before and w hich he would 
like to know. But since the whole 
angry ruckus is w ritten up large 
for the W’orld to see, w ith the em ­ 
phasis on A m erica’s divisions and 
dissensions, perhaps this would be 
a small price to pay for some ob­ 
jectivity in w hat threatens to be 
a battle of passions and personali­ 
ties.
